For the good therefore of the ſimple and v 
learned, I haue briefly, plainely and familiar 
ſet downe ſuch ſpeciall points, as they doe hoi 
contrary to the very grounds of Religion: th 
V, ſuch as yer ſtand, may be confirmed,rhe we: 
ones kept from embracing Popery, and ſuch: 
are of late falne from vs, may (if Gods will be 
ſuch) bee reclaimed,

tothe Reader. 


And I think they will not be offended with the 
name, no more then we are with the name of 
Proteſtants. And in ſettingdowne their opini- 
ons, I deale not with them, as they deale with 
vs, namely, charging vs with ſuch things as we 
teach not, but rather vtrerly diſclaime. 
As forexample : There was not long ſince (in 
acertaine Citie of this kingdoms) apprehen- 
ded a Tefuite : and among other things found a- 
bout him,he had a certaine paper, wherein were 
44. poſitions, ſet downe as doctrines maintai- 
ned by Proteſtants : and of theſe 44. almolt a0. 
of them were groſſe lies. As for example: 
Firſt, that we hold and teach, that children 
arc ſaued onely by the faith of their Patents 
without Bapriſme. 
Secondly, that one muſt not baptize but at a 
"Thirdly, that God y permit 
Thir y, that doth not one , 

but doth cauſe finne, 4 
Fourthly, that there is no Cup of conſecration. 
Fittly, that one may Preach without being 
ſent, with ſuch like things ; which are moſt no- 

torious lics:for Proteſtantyreach no ſuch things 
but rather the contrary. If any haue broached 
luch doctrine, if they be knowne, they are puni- 

ſhedby our Church. | 

And this hath bin their practiſe from time to 
time, in charging vs with ſuch points of doctrine 
as 
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as were neuer allow'dof,but condemned by vs. 
In ſetting downe of their opinions, 
alleadge cyther their very words, or the ſumme 
thereof, and quote the places where the Ame 
are to be found. And I doe not ſet downe the 
words of ſome priuate man, or of ſuch as are of 
no account in the Church of Rome, but of their 
Counſell of Trent; the Rbewiſts, Bellarmine, 
and ſuch as whoſe words and writings are ap- 
proucd and — the Church of Rome, 

And then at the end of cuery particular point 
of Pepery, I quote alſodiuers of our owne late 
Writers , where the points are handled more 
at large: ſo that if any be diſpoſed to fee what 
they hold, and how they are confuted , hee 
may turne to the Authors, and finde the ſame, 
And becauſc the Papiſts ſtand fo much vpon an- 
tiquitie, I haue alſo ſet downe the time when 
the moſt ſubſtantiall points of Popery came firſt 
into the Church. ( See Doctor Abet, in de- 
fence of the reformed Catholicke, pege 10g.

Kilfull Phyſicians, to worke ſafely and to 
cure ſoundly, doe vſe preparatiues before 

thay miniſter to their Patients: the ſame 

courſe haue I taken; Haui poun- 
ded A Pill to purge om Poperie, 1 will Girf firft — 
pare the minde of the Reader, in ſhe wing t 
nature of the diſeaſe, and the danger dae 
in adding to it ſome thinges be arg in he 
Pill; the which ſhould at the firſt haue bin put 
into it : but I then thought that the Pill would 
haue bin too big for many to ſwallow. Bya Ca- 
tholikethen (both here, and in the Pit) I vnder- 
ſand one that profeſſeth the Catholike faich:of 
which there = two forts. Firſt , hole and 
fund Catholikes, who _ points doe ſincerely 
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and ſoundly embrace, proſeſſe and hold faſt the 
tr ue Catholicke faith, and will not admit of any 
th ing contrarie thereunto, or diſagreeing from 
it ; and theſe we call Proteſtancs ; which name 
aroſe vpon occaſionof a proteſt ation made by 
the fourteene principallCxties, and divers Prin. 
c S of Jermanie, at the dyet ot Noremberg. ap. 
pcaling from the Pope vnto the Emperour, and 
to a generall Councell: in which proteſtation 
was contained a declaration of their faith, and 
of thoſe grieuances, which they had againſt the 
Church of Rome, for which they were (by their 
Aduerfaries termed Proteſtants. Of this name, 
although we are not aſhamed, yet we ſtard not 
ſo much vpon it. glory ing in no name ſo much, 
as in the name of Chriſt ians: which was firſt gi. 
ven to the diſciples at eAntioch, eA#:,r1.26: 
we arecalled Chriſtians of the name of Chrift, 
that is, annoynted, with the ſame oyle where. 
with he was annointed, cucn with the ſame ſpi- 
rit of God in ſome little and conuenient meaſure, 
which he recciucd aboue meaſure, 1. Ihe. 20 
27. Iehn, 3. 34. There be two ſorts of Chriſtians, 
One, who doth onely in ſhe and name profefle 
Chrilt, and ſuch an one, is no otherwiſe a mem. 
ber of Chriſts myſticall body, thena woodden 
legge ſet to the body, is a member of the body. 

The ſecond is he, that in name and a  - 
> 7 
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lively part and member of Chriſt, A true Chri- 
ſtian then, is one whom Chriſt hath loved, and 
waſhed in his blood, making him a King, and 
Prielt vnto God, Kc. 1. 5. It is one that is 
Chriſts : and that by right of redemprion : 1. 
Cor,6,19.20, Setondly by the free gut and do- 
nation of God the Father, ſoba, 17. 11: and this 
donation is begun in Gods eternall election, and 
is accompliſhed in our effectuall calling. Third - 
ly, by propagation, for all true belecuers ſpring 
out of the blood of Chriſt, Ephe/, 5.30. and are 
ofhis ficſh and bone, as Exe was of the ficthand 
bone of Ham which words of the Apoſtle 
are not to be taken literally, for ſo may Chriſt 
rather be ſaid tobe of the ſeede of Dauid, and of 
the lewes, as concerning the fleſh ; But Chriſt 
is tobe confidered as another Adam ( and fo he 
is called), that is a flocke, a roote that giueth 2 
being to branches ſprouting out of him, 1. Cor. 
15.4 5.47. And this being, is not our naturall 
being, but a ſupernatucall and ſpirituall being, 
which the Scripture termeth a new birth, Titus, 
3.5 .ancw man, Eæheſ 4.24. anew creature, 2. 
Cer. 5. 1 7. This ſpir ituall being is not in regard 
of the ſubſtance of our ſoule or body, or of any 
of the powers or parts, faculties or members of 
them : but in regard of the integritie, goodneſſe 
and divine qualities which arc in them, euen that

holines and righteouſnes wherewith the Church 
that is, cuery true Chriſtian is indued and ador. 
ned, As we are naturall men we are of Adam, 
as we are ſpirituall men, we are of Chrif, Lall. 
ly, by our donation in Baptiſme, in which wee 
conſecrate our lelues to and to Chrilt , of 
whom we arecalled Chriſtians, And this name 
( Chriſtian) is the beſt, and antient name, and 
in this we doe onely glory. 

The ſecond fort of Catholickes, are diſeaſed, 
ficke,and vnſound Catholickes, which call them. 
ſelues Carholickes but are not indeed: which 
boaſt much of the Catholicke faith, but haue it 
not ; and of the Catholicke Church, but indeed 
are no true and ſound members of it, Sueh ate 
our Romiſh Catholickes the Papiſts, taking 
their name from Papa (their Father) the Pope: 
whoſe faith is in many things directly contrary 
to the Apoſtles Creed, the faith of the Catho- 
licke Church , whoſe religion and worſhip is 
directly contrary to the Commandements of 
God: who haue corrupted the ſeales of the Ca. 
tholike faith (I meane the two Sacraments) and 
haue added vnto them fine other counterfeite 
ſeales, namely Confirmation, Marriage, Orders, 

Penance, and Extreame vnction; which indeed 
are no Sacraments, nor truely, but falſely ſo ca!- 
led. Theſe ſiue commonly fo called are not — 
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be counted for Sacraments of the Soſpell, being 
ſuch as haue growne, partly of the corrupt fol- 
low ing of the Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of life 
allowed in the Scriprures : but yet haue not like 
nature of Sacraments with Baptiſme and the 
Lords Supper ; for that they haue not any vi- 
lible ſigne or cer:monie ordaincdof God. Theſe 
are the very words of the 2 5, article otteligion, 
whercunto the whole Clergy of England hath 
ſubſcribed. I heſe before mentioned I call Pope- 
ſicbe (atholickss, becauſe they are infected, with 
the Popiſh religion, which is full of errois and 
hereſies, and becauſe they long alter it, and ſo 
deſire to haue it euery where erected and profcl- 
ſed, that as a woman with child, muſt hauc What 
ſhe longe th after,or elſe it will euen colt her life: 
ſo they muſt haue it ſet vp, or elſe it ſhall coſt 
them their lines, Peperie is a Contagious and 
dangerous diſeaſe. It is contagious and infecti- 
ous, for it inte s nor ſomepart only, but euen the 
whole man, euen all the faculties, powers, parts 
and members of the ſoule and body, as for exam- 
ple. The mind is infected with an affected and 
wilfull ignorance, the Conſcience is ſo infected, 
that it makes no ſcruple of æquiuocation, lying, 
falſe ſwearing, treaſon. murdering of Print es, ot 
my other thing that may be, for the good and 


furtherance of che Catholicke cauſe, Ihe me- 
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morie is ſo infected, that it will quickly forget 
the fauours and kindneſſes ſhewed to them, euen 
by their King! and Princes, but will long temem- 
ber the lealt inturie(as they take it)offred them: 
though indeed it was none, but rather was done 
for their good. The will is fo corrupt, as that it 
can freely will, and deſite euen the vtter ruine 
of true religion, and the vntimely death of all 
that ſincerely embrace and profefle it bee they 
neuer ſo neare or deare vnto them, yea of their 
owne Kings and Princes, 

As all the faculties and powers of the ſoule 
arc infected, fo are all the members ot the body, 
The head is fo infected, that it deuiſeth miſ- 
chiefe continually z The eyes ( ſpecially of theit 
Priefts, Monkes, and Voraries) will not looke 
vpon the word of God, and behold the light 
thereof: but they are ready tolooke vpon Idols, 
the legend of tyes, and other etronious bookes, 
they may not behold a lawful wiftc of their own, 
they cannot ſee her in thecleereſt day · light. but 
they can ſeeſyea and more then that)other mens 
w iucs, a eoncubine, a harlot in the darkeſt night, 
The tongue is open to rayling, curſing, and ſlar- 
det ing ot all good and ſound Catholickes, the 
poyſon of Aipes is vader their lippes; the Aſpe 
is akinde of Serpent, which ſpitting forth his 
poy ion, doch rherwith kill cuen thoſe which are 
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a farte off. The hand is ſull of blood, it is ready 
if occaſion ſerue to ſlab a King, to put fire to 

wderto blow vp King and ſtate, to doe any 
miſchiete wWhatſoeuer. As Romiſh (arbelickes 
are thus infected with Popery the mſelues, fo 
they infect others : for as one that hath the Pe. 
ſtilence on him, infecteth many others where be 
comes, yea euen deſirous to doe it: lo ſuch as 
are infected with this diſeaſe, inſect others, and 
ate neuet ſatisfied, but ſeeke ſtill by all meanes 
to infect more and more, 

But ſome will ſay peraduenture that all the 
Romiſh Catholickes here, are not ſo corrupt and 
ſo vnſound, ſome are good men and good ſub. 
iects Indeed there are degrees of compariion 
among them, not from good to better, but from 
bad ro worſe, I thinke I may truely ſay of them 
as the old Fox ſaid once ot his young Cubbes, 
he brings them into the market tobe ſold, there 
comes one to buy one of them, and asked which 
was the beſt? the Fox anſwered him; Neuer a 


As Poperie is a contagious and infectious, ſo 
it is a dangerous diſcaſe,and that both to ſuch as 
are infected therewith, and to others that ate 
free from it. To themſelues it is dangerous; for 
it makes many of them incureable, and to fall in- 


to a deadly difeaſe, I meane confpiracie, and 
trea- 
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treaſon, a iuſt cauſe of eorporall death here, and 
eternal] death hereafter, To others; and eſpeci- 
ally to Tn and Princes, who it they will not 
embrace and profefſe, nor tollerate the Romiſh 
religion: nay, ii they doe bur tollerate the true 
Catholicke religion, then they mult by the Popes 
Bulles be excommunicated, as was Queene E- 
lizab:th { bur that Bull had no hornes for it hurt 
her not) and then a Icluite, Prieft, or any Ro- 
miſh Catholicke ( for no hereticke elſe will doe 
it) may take away their liues, as they did the life 
of Hen the third, and Henry the fourth Kings 
of France, and attempted to doe the like to 
Queene El:zabeth, and King James, and it the 
Prince or King be once taken away, then they 
will (it pollibly they may) deſtroy all other 
found Catholickes. If this were onelP their 
practice it were bad enough, and too too bad: 
but it is their docttine allo, that it is law full, yea 
a meritorious worke,which is ten times worſc. 

It Poperie be fo infetious and dangerous 4 
diſcaſe, then it bchoucrh all ſound Catholikes, e- 
uery one in his place & calling, to labour to cure 
it, & to ſtop the ſpreading ot it. If it be the part 
of all ſound Catholikes to labour to ſtop and to 
cure it, then much more of the Miniſters of Gods 
word, who are indeed ſpitituall Phyfitians, and 
therefore I being ſuch an one, (though tae my 
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keſt of many thouſands, and the vnſitteſt and 
moſt vnskiltull ( as I thinke ) of any Divine 
whoſe writings haue paſſed the preſſe ) haue 
compounded a Pil to purge out Poperie The 
which by Gods ſpeeiall bleſſing did worke very 
well, & was a means of curing ſome,as they haue 
ſince acknowledged & confeſſed: yea it rought 
fo well, that ſome greatly enuyed it, and could 
not tell how to ſtop the working of it, but by 
beating and wounding him that carried abroad 
the Pill (as it wasreported)did you euer heare 
orreads of any ( vnleſſe ir were a madman, )that 
delt ſo with the Apothecary that brought to him 
what the P hyſitian had preſcribed for the reco. ' 
uery of his health ? Vet ſuch mad men ate many 
Romiſh Catholickes eſpecially Prieſts, and /c/u- 
wes,who if their power were anſwerable to their 
will, would kill all ſuch as wiſhthem well, and 
ſeeke nothing more, then the recouerie of their 
health, and the ſaluation of their ſoules. Theſe 
haue ncede of ſome ſtronger medicine then a 
Pill. There was in the time of Queene El:24- 
beth preſcribed a ſoueraigne medicine, and a pre- 
ſent remedie for ſuch (when nothing elſe would 
ſerue the turne ) it cured many Traytors, and 
kept many others from treaſon and murder : If 
youbedefarous to know what it was( as I thinke 


you are ) I will ſhew you. It was a playitcr 
made 
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made of hempſeed, called in latine — rum, in 
engliſh a Horſe. nigbtc ap, this is a medicine only 
for traytors & murderers; Therfore I preſcribe 
vnto you a Pill, tocure you, and foto keepe you 
from the ſoreſaid playſter, And the good ſucceſſe 
which God ganethe Pill at the firſt, hath em- 
boldened and encouraged me once more to cem 
mend it vnto you, and to requeſt you to take it. 
and to try whether it will worke with you or 
no? And that it may worke the ſooner, and the 
better, I weuld haue you firſt to take the largeſt 
of the three Catechiſmes going before it, intitu · 
led, Mcate for the ſtronger, wherein you haue 
the grounds of the true Catholicke faith and re. 
ligion, briefly, familiarly, and plaincly opened, 
and ſufficiently proued out ot the Canonicall 
$criptures. When you haue well digeſted this, 
then rake this preparatiue, and then the Pill, In 
taking it you mull not diuide it, but ſwallow it 
downe ; and then it will you purg: and ſcoure, 
it may be within one whole houre. Ifthat it ſtay 
a little longer, then ſhall you find it worke the 
— r. The ſimples whereof the Pill is com- 
pounded ate to be ſeene in a table annexed to it. 
I haue here added three things more, which I 


; would haue you well to conſider of, and then no 


doubt but it wil cauſe the Pil to work the better. 
The nt is concerning the head of the Ga 
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which you ſo much ſtandypon, As a body can- 
not conſiſt and ſtand without a head, no more 
can the Church z as the body cannot be ſound, 
when the head is corrupt ; ſo the Charch which 
is the body, cannot be a true and found Church 
when the head is a falſe, corrupt, & wicked head. 

The head of the true Catholicke Church is 
lelus Chr ſt and none but he, Eph. 1,2 2,2 3-Epb, 
5. 23. vho is God from euerlaſting, who is pure 
holy,harmelefſe,and ſeperate from linners: Zeb. 
7. 26.27. who did no lin,neicher was their guile 
found in his mouth; 1. Pet. 2. 122. him and him 
alone we acknowledge to be our ſpirituall head: 
and al that thus do are the true Church of Chriſt, 
I fay, hee is the onely ſpiritual! head of the 
Church: becauſe there is beſides this an œcono- 
micall head, one that doth order and gouerne 
anhouſe, ſo the husband is the head ofthe wife. 
Alſo a Politicall head or rnour, Exo. 1 8.25. 
ſo the Prince is the head of the people, becauſe 
of his ſoueraignty and power ouer them,. 1. Pet. 
2.1 3.Bur the Church of Rome, as now it 19, was 
long without a head, at length ic had a head, but 
a falſe, heriticall and wicked head. Sometimes 
it had more then one head at one time, and ther- 
fore it cannat be a true and ſound Church. 

You Pop · ſic e Cat holicbes often demaund of 


vs, where our Church was before Luther ? bur 
ve 
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we can and haue often proued ( and you never 
yet were able to anſwere it ) that our Church 
was long before Luther, euen in the Apollle; 
time, in the time of the Prophets and patriarchs, 
yea euen from the time of the creation : for our 
faith and religion is the ſame that theirs was, and 
there haue beene in allages ſome thatembraced 
and profeſled it: and fo we euer had a Church; 
ſee a little treat iſe intituled looke beyond Lat her. 
and the Prot eſt ant. Kalender. 

I now demand of you, where your vniuerſill 
Biſhop, and ſupreame head of the Church was, 
before Boniface the third ; tor he was the firſt 
that had that title ginen him, and that about the 
yeare, 607, Phocas a bloody Batcher killed his 
Maſter Mauritius the Emperour,the Em 
and the ir children molt cruelly, of whom Bm. 
face obrainedthe title aforeſaid; and therefore 
no maruaile though the Popes euer ſince haue 
beene ſuch bloody Butchers, ſeeing their Father 
that gaue them their title was fuchan one. The 
primacie alſo of dominion, or of authoritie Was 
not acknowledged to be in the Romiſh Biſhop, 
but was before the time aforeſaid vnheard of, 
and ynknowne, and then Bomface obtained of 
Phecas that the Romiſh By ſhop ſhould bee the 
head of the Cnurch. And the abſolute ſoueraign- 
ty and indetermined power of the Pope 2 
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firll of all approved and granted in the Councell 
of Leteran in the time of Les 10, about the 
yeere 1 516.Jobn Biſhop of Conffantimo;le about 
the yeare 582.called him ſelſe vniuerſall Biſhop; 
Bur Gregorie the great, about the yeere 5 91. te- 
proued him for: it, and plainely affirmed that 
whoſocuer ſhould call himſclfe ſo, was the fore- 
runner of Antichrsſt, 

If Gregorie ſpake a truth (as certainly he did) 
then Boniface was the fore. runner of Antxhrift 
and the Pope euer ſince hath bin very Anrichrift, 

Another Biſhop of Rome euen Jobs the third, 
about the veare 5 66. d:crecd that none ſhould 
be called ſummus Saccrdor, or vn iuerſall Biſhop, 
li there were no vnuerſall Biſhop, nor ſupreame 
head of the Church till the time betore mentio- 
ned ; then where was your Church before that 
time ? tor till then it had no head, and therefore 
could not be, for there cannot bee a body with- 
out a head. 

You ſay that S. Peter was the head of your 
Church, that he was Biſhop of Ame, that the 
Pope is his ſucceſſour, and therefore the head of 
the Church. It hath beene ſubſtantially proued 
by many learned and ſound Catholikes (whoſe 
writings ſtand vna ſwerable,) that Perer was 
not the head of the Church, nor Biſhop of 
Rome; yea that he neuer was at Rome: See Sy- 


nopſis 
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nopſir Papiſmi the 4. generall (ontrexerſie, queſt, 
2. 3. See alſo T he fabulous ſonndation of the Pope. 
dome. 

But ſuppoſe that he were there, and Biſhop of 
Rome : yet this makes not the Pope to be his 
Succeſlorzfor it is not a locall or pet ſonall ſucceſ. 
ſion bur ſucceſſion in true & ſound doctrine, that 
makes a law full ſucceftion ; whoſocuer therefore 
teacheth not the ſame doctrine that Peter did, is 
not his ſucceſſour; but the Pope teacheth it not, 
but rather ditectly contrary thereuntoʒ therefore 
he is not his ſacceſſour, That the doctrine of 
the Pope is directly contrary to the doctrine of 
Peter, and the reſt of the Apoſtles, is to be ſeene 
inthe Pill, and that in many particulars, See al. 
lo Oſianders Controner/,pag.100.101,102,103, 

As the Popes haue beene contrarieto Peter in 
doctrine fo likewiſe in life & conuerſation, bid. 
p. 103.104, for ſome of them were exceeding 
couctous,proud,ambitious,blaſphemers, here. 
tickes, Schiſmatickes z as two, yea three Popes 
together: Coniurers, in league with the Devill, 
as Alexander the ſixth, and Stlueſt er 2. Inceſtu- 
ous Sodomites, whore mongers, murderers, poy- 
ſoners one of ano her, treacherous wartiers, ſet- 
ting Princes together by the cares, See the (a- 
tho liche pudge, Pag. 3 8. to 47. See alſo: I he Popes 


wound is deadly, pag. 76.77.78. 
And 
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And therefore as I ſaid before) ſuppoſe that 
Peter was at Rome, yet this cannot proue the 
Pope to be his ſucceſſour, but rather very Anti. 
chriſt, becauſe hee ſucceeds him not in doctrine. 
nor in life and manners: I will make this plaine 
vnto you by a familiar example, There is an 
houſe, wherin for the ſpace of many yeeres there 
haue lived none but graue, religious, and chaſt 
Matrons ; at length there dwells in the ſame 
houſe one that is ſuſpected, accuſed, yea proued 
to be wanton, vnchaſt, yea a notorious har lot. 
If ſhe now ſhould goe about to proue her ſelie 
honeſt and chaſt, becauſe ſhe ſucceedeth ſo ma- 
ny honeſt and chaſt Matrons, would this ſerue 
her turne, thinke you? Surcly no, all men would 
euen laugh at it, and ſhe notwiſtanding would 
be taken tor a whore, and puniſhed for a hatlot; 
euen thus it is with the Popes, 

That the Pope alſo (as I ſaid before) is very 
Antichriſt, is plaine, and manifeſt, becauſe all 
things which are forctold of Antichrilt inthe ho- 
ly Scriptures, are fultilled in the Pope ; he is cal- 
ed an aduerſarie that oppoſerh himielſe againſt 
Chriſt, and this doth the Pope, and that many 
wayes, See Oftanders (ontronerſies, pag* 10 5. 
106. 

A ſecond thing here inferred, which I would 
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and whereby you go about to proue the doQrine 
and faith of the Church of Rome, to be the ttue 
Catholike faith, and your ſclues to be ſound 
Catholikes, is the working of Miracles, You al. 
leadge many great miracles that haue beene 
wrought in your Church for the confirmation of 
your 408 rine;but we(as you ſay) can ſhew note 
wrought among vs, and therefore we are not the 
true Church, nor true Catholikes. 

| Concerning Miracles, | would haue you firlt,to 
marke well what a miracle is? 2. To what ends 
they are wrotight? 1. A miracle is ſomettrang: 
worke euidently and truly done by diuine pow. 
er, contrarie tothe ordinarie courſe of Nature, 
All Gods miracles are wrought openly, appa- 
rently, cleerely, and euidently to the ſenſes of 
men, that no doubt or controuerſie ſhould bee 
made of them. 

2. Miracles are wrought for two ends firll,to 
cauie the beholders to wonder; ſecond, to con- 
firme the word, and our faith in leſus Chriſt, 
Lnk,7.11.12,&c.fobn,2.11,loh.11.39 4445 
Mel 16.20, Heb. 2.4. Now the Miracl:s that 

yon, ſo much boaſt of, are no true miracles, bu 
| lying ſignes and wonders, meere illufions and 
| ceits and cooſening trickes to mocke the 

people withall. The which are a manifeſt argu- 
ment that the Pope is Anr1cbreft, for he ſhall 
come 
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come with ly ing ſignes and wonders, 2.The/.z» 
9. And tnat your miracles are ſuch, I could ſhe 
in many particulars, but I referre you to the 
Acts and Moruments, and to Steug biens 10. 
arguments againſt Poperie, and to the Yee. hiuc 
ofthe Romiſh Church. It is (as a learned and 
found Catholike ſaith) an vngodly and a diue- 
liſh act, to goe about to confirme the doctrine of 
the Goſpell anew with Miracles, which hath 
alrcady in times paſt beene ſufficiently confir- 
med with molt notable and wonderfull mitacles 
of God. 

Wee need no new Miracles then to con. 
firme our doctrine; for the miracles recorded in 
the Scriptures are ſufficient for that purpoſe : 
and therefore ſeeing that you are not contented 
with them, but will haue new miracles to 
confirme your Doctrine, this is a manifeſt ar- 
gument, that the Doctrine of the Church of 


Rome is not the true doctrine ot Chriſt , bur 


the falſe doctrine ot Antichriſt, for as the old 
ſiying is, Veritas nen qucrit angalos , Truth 
kekes not corners; fo true Doctrine ſeekes not 
miracles, 

Now though wee haue nv: Ifiracnle, yet 
wee haue Airanda : though wee haue no new 
uracles to confirme our Doctrine thereby 


(neither is it neceſſaty wee ſhould ) yet wie 
2 have 
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haue had many wonderfnll workes of G oy; 
by which God hath teſtified his diflike of Po. 
perie, and alſo his approbationof our religion, 
as firſt, the wondertull diſcouerie of many trea- 
ſons and treacherous attempts againſt Queene 
Elizabeth , and Gods wondertull preſeruing 
of her. 

Secondly, the wonderfull ouerthrow of the 
Spaniſh inuincible Nauie ( as they called it, 
1588.) 

Thirdly. another onerthrow, which the Lord 
him. lfe without any meanes of man, gaue 
to a great power of Spaniſh ſhips ſent towards 
Ireland for the ayde and ſtrengthening of theRe- 
bels there, 15 96. 

Fourthly, in the yeare 1 597, the Spaniard 
thought to haue priuily and cloſely ſtolne vpon 
vs, when our ficet was abroad: but the Lord by 
a Tempeſt did partly confound them, and part 
ly forced them to recoile and retire home with 
all c iſhonour, and that before we did ſo much as 
once almoſt dreame of any ſuch power com- 
ming towards vs, 


Fifthly, the wonderfull diſcouerie of that 
moſt vnnaturall, cruell, damnable and diueliſh 
G ungowder Plot, And Gods wonderfull prefer. 
uation of King amet, the Queene, the Prince, 


and the whole ſtate ot the land. 
Laſtly, 
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Laftly,the fall of the houſe at the Black: friers 
ypon the Papiſts,cuen vpon their 3. of Nouem ber 
being then the Lords day: and when they were 
aſſembled together for the venting & ſpreading 
of their etronious and falſe doctrine; And here 
I would haue younote, how God doch not one- 
ly puniſh (in, but he doth it alſo cuen in it's one 
kind; God many times puniſheth in the ſame 
things wherin men offend, and inthe {ame mar. 
ner Haman (ct vp a Gibbet to hang Aerdecay, 
but was hanged vpon it himſelte; The Papiſts 
vpon our fifth of Nowember would haue blown 
vp the Parliament houſe, with all therein: on 
their fifth of Neuem her an houſe falls vpon them 
and kills and wounds many of them: vpon the 
Lords day Miniſters and the people aſſemble to- 
gether for the preaching and hearing ot the true 
and found doctrine ; and they were then alle m- 
ded for the preaching and hearing of falſe do- 
rine, and ſo were taken and puniſhed of God 
inthe very act. And here | cannot bu: rc cod 
what was ſpoken that very day in mine owne 
pariſh Church, I ſhould that day haue beene in 

mden, but being not able to hold out with my 
ompany, I was enforced to ſtay by the way. 

hat Sunday, found and learned Diuine, prea- 
ned in my Church, the text he handled was F- 
H $ det bg 
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cebiel. 13. g. concerning Gods iudgements vpon 
ſalſe teachers, the which hee preſſid exceeding. 
ly and applyed it to the Pepiſh Prieſts , ard 
Fefuites, 

ln the afternoone ſuch a multitnde were aſſem. 
bled, & the preaſe was ſo great as that the pre 
cher (comming in a little too late ) was not able 
to goe tothe pnipir,bnt as the Pope is carried on 
mens ſhoulders, fo the people were faine to liſt 
him ouer ſome mens ſhoulders to bi ing him to 
the Palpit, If this had beene done that day in 
Lenden, you would then haue faid that the Pani. 
ranes had vndermined the houſe, and that now 
they had beene thus aficmbled to pray for a ſuc 
celle vpon it, and that fo the Preacher might 
haue beene taken fora Prophet: but being ſo 
far oft from it, you could not ſo much as ſuſped 
ſuch a thing. And this I haue here noted, that 
all may ſee that Gods iudgements threatned by 
his Miniſters, are not in vaine, but many times 
are accompliſhed very ſhortly aſtet that they ar 
threatned. 

Concerning the fall of the houſe at that time, 
me thinkes it ſhould be a warning to all, to take 
heed of falſe doctrine,. of Popiſh ſuperſtition 
and Idolatrie; for how ſoeuer Poperic hath 
ſince that time increated, and may yet more 
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nenture fora while increaſe, yet one may 
well thiake that it did euen prognoitic ate the 
vtter ruine and downefall of Foperre; and who 
can tell whither a Pill may be ſome mcanes to 
effect it? For God many times worketh great 
things by weake meanes, yea ſometimes the 
greateſt things by the weakeſt meancs, and that 
to maniteſt his glory? for tae weaker the inſtru. 
ments and mcanes are which he vſeth, the more 
cuidently is his power ſeene, and the better 
doth his praiſe appeare, If you will ſee and 
know more of Gods wondertull workes both 
againſt Popr71c, and for our religion, then read 
Sronghtons 1 0+ arguments againſt Poperie, Pag. 
119.1 10. and 4 thantgfull remembrance of Gods 
mercici. 

The third thing heere inſerted, and which [ 
would naue ou well to conſider of, is the mcanes 
that haue beene vied, tor the vpholding and 
ſpreading of Poperie, and how notwithſtanding 
you haue not preuailed : and on the other fide 
the meanes we haue vſed for the vpholding and 
ſpreading of our doctrine, and the good ſuccefle 
God hath giuen the ſame, 

The meanes that you haue vſcd, are wicked 
and vnlawfall, as Crueltie, treacheric, flatterie, 
and ſub: ilt ie. 
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Concerning your crueltie, in murdering many 
thouſands of found Catholikes, and that after 2 
moſt inhumaine and barbarous manner, it isto 
be ſeene in the Acts and Monuments, and in ma- 
ny other Hiitori-s, And yet no: withſtancing all 
your crueltie the Church ſtill increaſeth. 

Concerning your Treacherics, namely againſt 
Queene Elixabeth, King James, and his Royal 
iflue, they were many and great « yet you could 
not preuaile; tor God ſtill, and that very ſtrange- 
ly diſcoucred and confounded them, Sec aA 
thankefult remembrance of Gods mercies, 

When treacherie could not preuaile,then your 
Prieſts tell to flatteric, In the later end of Queen 
E liz abeths raigne, the Prieſts wrote bittet ly a» 
gainſt che Ieſuites, laying all the Treaſons vpon 
them, and ſo would make the world beleeue 
that they were good Subiects, and deſerucd to 
be ſo accounted and entertained : But neither 
could this preuaile; for one Bell (who ſomtimes 
had beene one of their Order, namely a ſecular 
Prieſt) petuſing their writings, gathereth the 
ſame to certaine heads, and ſlill concludes the 
Prieſts to be as ranke Traytors, as the Ieſuites: 
And tot long aftet they ſhewed themſelues to 
be fo ; tor ſhortly aſter King f«mes his comming 
tothe Crowne, Watſon and Clearke (that or * 
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ſo bitterly againſt the Ieſuites) were apprehen- 
ded,and executed for Treaſon : which example 
teacheth all to rake heed of flattering Seminarie 
Priefts, for as the Prouerbe is, Beware the Gooſe 
(or let the Gooſe take heed) When the Fox rea. 
cheth, 

When treacherie and flatterie could not pre. 
uaile, then came you to Subtiltie, which indeed 
are but as ſhoo ing. hornes, to draw on other 
points of Poperic. For as Rat-catchers vie to 
take good bread, cheeſe, and butter, and to min- 

le the ſame with poy ſon or Rats · bane, to al. 
— the Rats to cate the ſecret and hidden poy- 
ſon, to their deſtruction: euen ſo. & c. But your 
cunning and ſubtiltie hath hitherto beene diſco- 
uered, and I doubt not, but ic will ſtill. 

The meanes now that we haue vſed for the 
ereting, increaſing, and inlarging, of Chriſts 
Kingdome, for the vpholding, and ſpreading of 
our doctrine, haue beene no other then ſuch as 
God himſelfe hath appointed: namely, true and 
feruenr prayer, reading, preaching and hearing 
ot the word of God, inſtructing of the people 
in the grounds of religion, the writing of many 
good bookes and ſound treatiſes, the anſwering 
and confuting of all ſuch errors and hereſies, as 
haue beene broached and ſpread abroad, — 
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God (as all may plainely ſee, if they bee not 
wiltully blind) hath wondertully bleſſed the 
lame. 

And fo for a conclafion of all, I will fay to 
you, as Gemeliel ſaid of the Apoſtles and their 
preaching, It this Councell, or this workebe 
of men, it will come tonought; Acts, J. 8.39. 
bur if it bee of God, yee cannot ouerthrow it, 
leaſt happelic yee bee found fighters againlt 


If your Romiſh faith and doctrine were of 
God, then we could not haue thus refilled it, 
but it ſhould ſtill haue preuail.d, ſpecially ſee · 
ing you haue vſed ſuch meanes for the vphol. 


ding of it: but ſecing that notwithſtanding all 
your crueltie, treacherie, fl itterie, and ſubtiltie, 
it preuaileth not, therefore it is manifeſt that it 
is not ot God. On the o. her fide, ſeeing that 
our doct/ ine hath beene fo oppoſed by you, 
and other heretikes, and that you haue fought 
by all meanes vtterly to extinguiſh it; and yet 
it ſtill remaines intire, ſound, and vncorrupt : 
and hath ſo preuailed againſi you, and other he- 
retikes; theretore it is maniteſt that it is of 
God: and in ſecking to ouerthrow ir, you doe 
but cuen night againſt God, who by the Spiric 
of his mouth that is the Preaching * 
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Gofpell ) ſhall conſume that wicked, 2. Theſ. 
2. 8. euen that man of Sinne, Antichriſt , the 
Pope. 

Confider well I pray you of theſe thinges 
And the Lord giue you vnderſtanding in 
things, Haue ſtill in minde theſe ſhort Senten- 
ces following, put them all in practiſe, and I 
aſſure you it ſhall bee well with you.

C. Doe the Papiitserre in the ſundamentall 
points of Religion? 

M, Thep doe ceach and maintaine many 
falſe opiuioas, agaiuſt the very grounds of Re- 
ligion ; as by and by ſhall be ſhewed in mauy 
particulars, 

C. Are all Papiſts then Heretikes ? 

M. No: foz there are (no doubt 22 of 

em 


, to purge out 
them that doe erre of ſlmplicity and ignozante 
and which would be bzought from their erroꝛs, 
if they had the meanes : namely, the Scrips 
tures in theit owne language, Pzeaching, Cas 
techiziug,and thelike.WWe doe not therfoꝛe ac⸗ 
count them all Heretikes,but only thoſe befoze 
mentioned. 

C. How doe you proone that they arc not 
gbod Catholikes ? 

M. J pꝛoue it thus: They are god Catho⸗ 
likes, which are of ſound Faith and god life, 
(Auguſt, lib, quæſt. in Math, cap. 11.) but Pay 
piſts are neither of ſound faith, no2 god life: 
therefoze they are no god Catholikes, 

C. How doe you proue that they arc not of 
found Faith ? 

AM. Cuen bp the Apoſtles Cread (which may 
ſerue in ſtead of a rule, whereunto the faith of 
all mea ought to agree) coucrary whereunto 
they teach many things. 

C. Shew me wherein? 

M. Che Cre&d is a confeſſion of Faith, con 
taining the ſumme of the Goſpell, and of ſuch 
things as are neceſſary to be beleeued of all that 
will be ſaued. They haue deuiſed many other 
new Articles of faith beſides, and contrary to 
the Articles of the Apoſtles Creed: which they F ©. 
hold neceſſarily to be beleucy of all that * | 
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ber ſaued: As namely, Audulgences and a trea- 
ſurte of Saints merits, the Reall pzeſence,the 
Popes ſupꝛematie, Pur gatozie, and ſuch like. 
Ja the Conacell of Trent, the curſe A nat hema 
is pzonounced vpon all ſuch as denie theſe 02 as 
uy of them. @pafter Perkins firſt Vol. pag.62 1, 
Che Cred teacheth what euery one in parti- 
cular is to know and bel@ne: and a true faith 
cannot tand without certaine knowledge. 
The Papiſts matacaine an implicite, oz an ig⸗ 
tozant faith ; namely, that it is enough to be⸗ 
leue as the Church beleuech : though they 
know nat what che Church is, noz what the 
Church beleneth.And they commend this faith 
by the example of an old denout fathor, a Col- 
lier, who being tempted of the Dinell, and al⸗ 
kedhow he belerued: anſwered,Thathe bei@- 
ued as the Church belened : being asked a⸗ 
gaine how the Church beleued, he anſwered, 
As J bel&ene : whereupon, the Diuell (as thep 
ſay) was faine to depart. 

C. It ſhould ſeeme it was but a fimple diuell ; 
for if hee had bin wiſe, he would haue asked him 
this queſtion; What if the Church beleeue that 
thou art a foole hat would the Collier thinke 
you hane anſwered then ? 

'M. J thinke her would haue ſapd nothing: 


Aithe would haue ſaid, 4 belene ſs to, the di- 
WW J nell 
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nell might then haue begged him foz a fole in- 
dede. And pet ſuch foles are the (imple and 
ignoza it Papiſts, which content themſelues 
with chis kind of faith: fo2 thus ane map rea- 
ſon with them; Pou are to belene as the 
Church beleueth: but the Church beleenes that 
pou are fales,therfoze vou are to belecue ſo to. 
This their implicite faith euer ie one of him- 
ſeite map haue. The diuels in ſome ſence may 
be laid to haue a better faith then this: foʒ they 
know what is contained in the Scriptures, 
and belceue it to be true, Mat. 4.6,lam.2.19, 
This fond and ridiculous kinde ol faith, is a 
not able meanes to nuzzle people in bliudues, 
ſuperſtition and perpetuall ignozance. Again, 
faith is a certaine and true perſwaſlon of the 
heart, whereby we are perſwaded, and in ſome 
meaſure aſſured of the ſoꝛgiuenes ofour ſinnes, 
and eternall ſaluation. The Papiſts ſap, Jt 
is pꝛeſumption to be aſſured ofſaluation, and 
will haue men to doubt thereof: the which ts 
contratp to the nature ol true faith. They tall 
the certaintie of remiſſion ot lunes a lait hle it 
perſwaſion: and the faith of dinels, not off 
poſties.Concil, Trad, Seſſ. S. cap. 9. 12.13, Rhc- 
miſts Annot. t. Cor. 9. Sect. 2. 
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C. Shew me l pcay you, what things in par- 
ticular they teach contrary to any article ot the 
Creed. 

M. I could ſhew you many, but Jfeare that 
then J ſhould be tedious to pou: F will therfozs 
ſecdowne onely the chiefeſt. Jn the ſecond and 
third article is deſcribed andſet fo2th vato vs 
both the perſon and office of our Pediatour, 
namely, that he is both God and man, a P3z9- 
phet, Pʒzirſt, and Bing. 

Concerning his perſon, although in wozds 
they confeſſe him to be Cod and man, pet in 
ded they deny it: fo2 they aſcribe to him a body 
inviſible and iuſiaits: they teach that he is coz⸗ 
pozally pzeſent in infiaice places at once, which 
is pꝛoper onchy to God, and contrary to the na⸗ 
tute ot᷑ a true body. And ſo in effec they do cuen 
deny his mankwd.The Sonne of God is called 
Jeſus, becaule he is a Sauiour, yea the onelp 
and perſeu Damour, which ſauech vs from our 
ſiancs,that is, hath deliuered vs net onelyfrom 
the blame oꝛ guiltines, but fuliy alſa from the 
puniſh meut due ts our ings, Mat, 1.2 1. Acts, 
4.12. Hb. 7. 25. 

The Papiſts teach, that there muſt alſo 


lame ſatisfaction of our owae come to make vp 
17 2 our 
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qur perfect Redemption, Concil, Trid. Seſſ. 14. 
6.8. Can. 11. 15. They will rot be ſaued only by 
IEsvs Cu K15 T but by the merits alſo at 
Saints, their owne merits,Popes pardons, ac. 
pea they aſcribe that to others, which is pꝛo⸗ 
per to Chʒiſt alone, and ſo conſequently make 
them their Dagtours: As foz example. 

They aſcribe to N. Francis the ſame titles, 
p2opercies,power,aud the very ſame office due 
to Jeſus Chzift, and in allreſpecs they mais 
him like to Chziſt: whatſoeuer Chziſt did, 
that / as they ſap did S. Francis. And what is 
this in effect, but to make him their Sauiour⸗ 
Chat thep doe aſcribe the fozmer things to B. 
Francis, is to be ſene in a boke w2itten on pur 
poſe, to ſhew the confozmity bet wenne him and 
Chꝛiſt, called The conſoʒmity of Francis the 
which hath bene confirmed by the authoꝛitp of 
the Church ol Rome. Pope Gregory the Ninth, 
intopaed the faithfullto hold and fir mely to be- 
leue, the things taught in the laid boke con 
cerning S. Francis, and that he ſhould be puni- 
ſhes as an Heretike that would thinke the cons 
trarp. Contor. F. 2. lib. 1. Fol. 3. 

C. To whom elſe do they aſcribe that which 
is proper to leſus Chriſt? 

M. To the Uirgin Mary. They deſcribe 
her nature by her game (Maria) —_— of 
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letters, and theſe (as thep ſay) doe impozt the 
fiue offices to be exerciſed by her toward vs. 
The firſt is, Maternitatis, of Pother-had:ſigni- 
fied by the letter M: ſoʒ the (as they ſap) is the 
mother of mercy, thzough whom we obcaine 
mercy. Yer ſecond office is (o»/ernationis, of 
conſerniag the treaſure of God: ſignified by the 
letter A: which repzeſenteth Arcam theſauri. 
the Cheft of treaſure:toʒ iu her (as they ſay) we 
ſhall finde an infinite treaſure ofthe wiſedome 
and grace of God. Her third office is, Directio- 
wis 5 gobernations, of direction and gouerning 
by example of her lite, Chis is impoꝛted by the 
letter R. andtherefoze the is named Regina, the 
Nuene, Mer fourth office is, Jaculattien C 
repulſionis ini mic or um, of fliugiug and repelliug 
back of enimies : ſignified by the letter J: and 
therefoze they pꝛay thus to her: T'« 105 ab beſte 
protege, & hora mortis ſuſcipe, P2otectthou vs 
_ enimie, and receiue vs at the houre of 
death. 

Her laſt Office is Aduoc at ionis, ot Aduocati- 
on, impo2ced by the letter A. from whence they 
p2ay thus: O our aduocate, turne thy mercifull 
eyes vnto vs. And what doe they herein, but e- 
ueu place her iu the rome of Jeſus, and make 
her theic ®auiour : Theſe are the very wozds 
of Fryer lohn Vigncrius, (a Doctour,yea and

a publike pꝛole Nſo2 of diuinity among them) in 
Jafficutions to his Catholike Theologie, Cap. 
20. Sect, 9. Fol. 14 And herein he is like to 
ſuch as tan make Belis to ſound, enen what 
pleaſeth their phantaFicall b;aine, and as bet 
may fed their ſupor ſtit ious humour s. 

Further they ſap, that ſhe is the oziginall of 
our ſalnattoa, the recouerer of grace and fo; 
giuencs, our hope, our faluation,reſurrection, 
tc, yea that to her it is giuen to bʒuiſe the Ser 
pents head, that he Hath doae it, and pꝛocured 
that peace betwerne God aad man, which no 
man could pꝛocute, Vigurrius Ibid, 214 215, 
confor. Fran. in concl. lib. i. Is nat this to make 
her a Sauiour. 

C. Surely yes: and I thinke it moſt horrible 
blaſphemie ? 

M. Account vou this blaſphemp:? what ſay 
pau theu to that which Carolus Scribanius. a It 
ſuit hath wꝛitten of her: As namely, Nirſt, tha. 
the milke of Mary may come into comparison 
with the blood ol Chꝛiſt. Secondly, that the 
Chziſtian mans faith may lawfully take hold of 
bath as well as one. Thirdlp, that the beſt com 
pound fo2 a ſicke ſonle,is to mire together her 
milke, and Ch:ifts blod. Fourthlp, that the 
ſins and ſpirituall diſeaſes ofthe ſoule, are tu 
red aſwell by her milke as by bis — 
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that her milke and the merit and vertue of it, is 
moze pꝛetious and extellent then Chzʒiſts blood. 
Theſe moſt hozrible blaſphemies, wich many 
ſuch like, are be found iu the afozeſaid Jeſuits 
boke : which M. C. hath put into Engliſh, ⁊ ſufs 
licient ly anſwered calling it, The JeſuitsCoſ⸗ 
pell. Beſides all theſe thiugs, in a boke called, 
The Ladies Pſalcer, thep haue put out the 
wo2d Loꝛzd, and put in the wozd Lady» As fog 
example, pſal. 100.1. 

The Loꝛd ſaid vato our Lady, Sit thou mo⸗ 
ther at my right hand c. The like they doe in 
the reſt of the P\ſalmes. And is not this gad 
ſtuffe thinke you ? 

C. Theſe bookes were written long agone, 
and it may be that they are now reiected by the 
Papiſts ? 

M. Che latter of them was inderd wzitten 
long agone, but is not reieued, but ſtands by- 
controuled, oz rather defended by the Jeſuits, 
and thoſe of the pzincipall. The fozrer was 
wzitten but lately. And whereas both the Au- 
thoz and his boke as (M.C.ſaith) deſerned the 
lire and halter, it was ſo farre from be iag miſs 
liked in the Komiſh Sinag ogue, 02 any way 
cenſured, that the boke hath bane repzinted, 
andthe Authoꝛ and his bok fand enrolled, ap⸗ 
pzoued and commended(in their great — 
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ec out foz that purpoſe )foz god and Catholike, 
As they place D. Francis, and the Uirgin Mary 
ta Chꝛiſts rome,ſo doe they the Pope alſo : af 
cribing that to hun, which is pꝛoper vnto Jeſus 
Chzift,aad may not (without blaſphenne ) be 
aſcribed to any creature, They ſay that the 
Pope is the Sunne:the Church the hene. The 
Pope is theBzidegrom:the Church the Bꝛide. 
The Pope is the head : the Churchthe body, 
Aud what is this, but to place the Pope in the 
Tome of Jeſus Chꝛiſt; and euen to ſap that the 
Pope is Chiſt: Confor. F.2.li. 2. ſol. o. Chat 
they do thus place S. Frencis, the Wirgin Mary, 
aud the Pope in Chziſts rome, and ſo make 
them Sauiours, is moze at large, and ſufficieat- 


ly pꝛaued ( out of their owne Writers) iu 
little Treatile( ſet fozth by P. Thomas Rogers 
in the tere 15 $9 )intituled,an Hiſtozicall Db 
alogue o f Antichziſt and Poperp.

C. Hitherto you haue ſhewed, how the Sonne 
of God is called lesy s, becauſe he is a Sauiour, 
and how the Papiſts do place others in his toom: 
Now ſhew me alſo why he is called Cux 131, 
and what that title ſigniſieth. 

M. Chriſt liguiũeth, Anointed: * 
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ſetteth fozth his Office: namely, that he is our 
onelyirue Pꝛophet, Pꝛieſt and Bing. 

C. Doe they teach any thing contrary here. 
unto ? 

M, They doe enen denie this Office ofhis, 
and ſo confequently,denp the fruites ofhis com- 
ming inthe fleth, 1. Iohn, 4 3. 

C. Shew me wherein they deny his Office ? 

M. Chz3ift is a Pꝛophet to teach his Church, 
and to reueale the will of God bnto us, to 
whom all are to haerken, Mat. 17.5. Ioh. 10. 
27, Act. 3. 22.23. And this he hath perfectly 
doue in che Scriptures. 

They pzeferre their owne blinde traditi⸗ 
ons befoze the Scriptures: they lay allae the 
Scriptures , accounting and calling them , 
Dumb Judges, A Noſe of waxe, The blacke 
Goſpell, Inken dininicy,4c- Piggius Contr. 3, 
de Eccl. Hierarch.lib. z.cap. 3, Acertaſuepopith 
Poco; reaſoningwithH. Tindal, was not aſha- 
med to ſap, that we were better tobe without 
Gods Law then the Popes. They likewiſc ſec 
dy Images to be Lay-meas boks, and ſo in all 
this they deny by conſequence his P3opheticall 
Office.Chzift is allo a P2ieft,andthat foz euer 
aſter the ozder of Melchi/edecb, leb. y. 24. And 
lathis his Office he hath none to ſucciede him. 
They acknowledge not this, but maintain ill 
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an outward and cozpozall Pꝛieſt hod, to offer 
bp an outward ſacrifice , cuen Chꝛiſt himſelle, 
Rhem, on H:b. chap. 7. 7. Sect. 7. 8. 

C. If this were true, why then, the Prieſt 
were become a Mediatour betweene God and 
Chriſt : the which is moſt abſard, to thinke that 
any creature ſhould be ſuch a one? 

M. It is indeed moſt abſurd : and pet in the 
very Cannon ofthe Palle they intimate thus 
much, when they requeſt God to accept their 
gifts x offerings (namely, Chꝛiſt himſeite ofie- 
red)as he did the ſacrifices of Abe/4 Noah Jad 
which is moze abſurd thaa this, va blaſphemy 
fa2 any to affirme) they (by their fo2mer do- 
ſtrine) do make the Pꝛieſt to be moze worthy, 
ia ſome reſpec then Chʒiſt: foz the perſon that 
doth offer a ſacrifice, is of moze wo2th and ho 
nour then the thing which he offereth ; but the 
Pꝛieſt (as they ſap) offercch vp Chzilt to God 
his Father: thcrefoze the Pꝛieſt that offereth 
him, is of moze wozthand honour then Thzif, 
whom he offereth, 

As Chʒiſt is a Pꝛieſt, ſo he alone , (and that 
but once fo2 all) offced himſelſe: e by his owae 
offering once offered,hath made a full and per- 
fect ſatisfaction fo2 all cur flas,ſo chat now thett 
remainech no maze offering foz frtanes, Heb. 9+ 
18.14.26. 10.1418. They teach thet in the 
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er page, there is dayly a ſacrifice offered foz ths 
e, fnnes both ofthe quicke and the dead: and ſa 


they make Chꝛiſts ſacrifice not tobe the perfect 
and onely ſacrifice ofthe new Teſtament, but 
let vpanother in ſtead thereof, 

C. They ſay that their ſacrifice is not a new 
ſacriſice, or another from Chriſts, but that it is 
the ſame. 

M. The Authoz tothe Beb2ze wes teacheth, 
that Chꝛiſts ſacrifice neither mav,yuoz onghe to 
be reiterated and repeated: fo2 as it is but one, 
ſoit was but ance offred.And this wozd(Onee) 
he vſeth ſiue ſeuer all times, Heb. 7.2 7.9.1 2.26 
28.10.10. 

C. They ſay that Chriſt indeed was offered 
bat once after a bloudy manner: but he is often 
offered after an vnbloudy manner. 

M. This diffinction of theirs hath no warrant 
out of Gods Wozd : aay,rather it is direaly a» 
gainſt the Wo2d: fo2,Heb. 9.2 2. it is ſaid, Als 
moſt all things are by the law purged wich 
bloud: and withaut ſhedtiaq of bloud is no re- 
miſſion. From wheace we may chus reaſon, 
Without ſhedding of bloud is no remiſſion:but 
iathe Paſſe is no ſhedding of blond: thereſo2e 
noremifſion. And therefs2e it is no ſacrifice 
fo: ſinne. 

C. Though this their diſtinct ion be not to be 
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found in the Scriptures, yet it is in the writings 
of the Fathers. 

M. The Fathers inderde make mention of 
bablody Sacrifices : but thep hereby vader 
and not outward- and bodily Sacrifices (0; 
finne,but the Spirituall Sacrifices of Chiſti. 
ans ; aud they ſo call them, in comparing them 
with the blondp ſacrifices ofthe Law, and with 
Chꝛiſts bloudy Sacrifice. 

C. The Papiſts doe rot ſay that the facrifice 
of the Maſſe is an expiatorie, but an applicatory 
ſacrifice : that is, it ſerues not — to make 
any ſat is ſa ction to God, but rather to apply vn- 
to vs the ſatisfact ion of Chriſt already made. 

M. Their doctrine is, that it is a ſacrifice 
pꝛopit iat oʒy: that is, auaileable to obtaiue 
opere optrato, hy the ber p wozke wzought) re- 
miſſion and par dan of all their ſinnes: yea, that 
it is auaile able to obtaine all other benifits; as 
peace, health, and ſach like, Concil. Trid. Sell. 
22. Can, 3. Bellarm. lib. 1. de Mifl, cap. 25 
lib. 2. cap 3. But let it be (as you ſap) that 
they account it but an applcato2y ſacrifice, yet 
this maketh nothing foz them. The Sacrifices 
of the Law did ſerue to apply the vertue of 
Chꝛiſts Croſſe: and yet the Apoſtle excludeth 
them by this reaſon; that where there is reunſ⸗ 
liou of finnes, there is no moze Dacrifice, Heb, 
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10. 18. TAherefoze if the Apofles reaſon be 
god, it concludeth alſo againſt their Sacrifice 
applicatozy, Agaiae,the Apoſtle teacheth, that 
therefoze the @acrifices of the Law are abolt- 
ed by the death of Ch3ift : becauſs they were 
but hadowes of god things to come, and could 
not make the offerers perfect, tc.Heb-10.1,2, 
And therefo2e, this kind of applying Sacri- 
fice ( which they faine to themſclues ) hath cea⸗ 
(ed, We ade not now a Sacrifice foz the ap⸗ 
plication of Ch2ifts death: foz Ch21iff co that 
ead hath appoiated the pzeaching of the Wozd, 
and hath inflituted Sacraments, wherebp his 
death, wichall the beucfics thereof, ars moſt 
fraitfully applyed vato vs, Gal. 3,1. 1. Cor. 11. 
26. Againe, this their applying ſacrifice is a⸗ 
gaiuſt the nature ofa @acrament, in which 
God giues Chziff vnto vs: whereas in a ſacri⸗ 
ite God receiues from man, and man giues 
ſamething to God. 

C. The ancient Fathers vſed to call the Sup- 
per of the Lord, a Sacrifice: it ſhould ſeeme ther- 
fore, that there is ſome Sacrifice offered therein 
to God. 

N. It is true, that they called it ſo: not that 
Chziſt is there iu offered a ſacrifice to God, but 
ia other reſpens, Firſt, becauſe that therein 
there was an offering e giuing In 
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wiae,tc-which are a ſpirituall Sacrifice, Se⸗ 
tondlp, they calted the Sacrament a Sacrifice, 
n of pꝛoperip, but figuratinely : becauſe there 
was therein a rep2zeſeucation of that Sacrifice 
which was offcred vpontheCroffe,and becauſe 
it is a comme1»2ationof Chꝛiſts body, which 
he offered lo vs, and of his bloud which he ſhed 
fo2 vs. hirdly, it is called a ſacrifice,becaule it 
is on application of the @acrifice offered upou 
the Croſle, vnto our ſelues. Fourthly, It is ſo 
called, becauſe of the ſacriſice of pzayers and 
thanklgiuings: and becauſe in the Lo2zds ups 
per we offered our ſelues bato God to bs 
tonſecrated vnto him, and ſerie hun in body 
and ſoule. 

C. What is then your opinion of the Popiſh 
Maſle ? 

M. TJ: is an abzidgement of all ſuper{ition 
aud idolatrie: there is in it adozation directed 
to bead. chere isſ( as they ſay)the body of Chilt 
oſſred really ia a ſacrifice of pꝛopitiation: which 
was neuer offered but once with Wedding of 
hloud. There is adozat ion of ſtocks and ſtoncs 
inaocation of dead men, ſapiug of ꝙaſſes to the 
henour of Saints and Angels, wozſhipping cf 
dead mens bones, and ſuch like abomiaaty 
04s. 

C. If the Maſſe bee ſuch an Idoll, and fo 
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contrary to Chriſts ſacrifice, whence had it then 
its firſt beginning? 

u. The Maile had this o;iginall: ir tt, the 

Lozds Supper was ſelebzated in moſt ümple 
and plaiue manucr. Secondlp, it began to ads 
nit ſome encreaſe of ceremonies, eſpeciallp the 
offeriags fo2 the d ad, which was but a thankſ⸗ 
giuing fo2 them,vatill moze then two hundzed 
yeres after CYVRJIST. Thirdlp, pꝛapers (o3 
the dead, got entrance into the Lozds Supper 
about the yare foure hnadzed:and thencame in 
Purgato2y, and the redemption of ſoules from 
thenee by Paſſes. Maſter Perkins. 2. Vol. 5 54. 
1. D. Againe, vou are to huow that the Maile is 
like a beggers cloake, patcht vp with many 
pieces, whereofſome were put inat one time, 
ſome at another. One Pope puts in one patch, 
another Pope puts in another: and it was not 
fully patcht vp, as now it is, till twelue hun;

8.34. Heb. 7.2 5, The Papiſts teach, that the I 
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tz particular men, accozding to their ſeuerall 
wants: and that hauing receiued particular 
mens pzayers,they pꝛeſent them vnto Cod. And 
ſo her re iu they do alſo deny the office of Chzifts 
Pꝛieſt hd, Rhe m. on Luke. 16, Sect, 4. on 2, 
Cor. t. Sect. 3. on 2. Pet. 1. Sect · 3. And iu many 
nher places. 

C. They ſay that Chriſt indeed is the onely 
Mediatour of Redemption. bus the Saints are 
o Mediatours of Interceſſion. 

M. Chis is bat an idle diſtiuction:foz Chziſt 
tuely is the Pe diatour aſwell ol the one as the 
other. Foz in a ttue and ſufficient Mediatour, 
there muſk be theſe p2opertizs: fit ſt ot all, the 
wozd of God muſt reueale and pꝛopound him 
dato the Church. S econdlp, he muff be perfec- 
ly iuſt, and (ſuch a one as in whom was no inne 
ever found, Thirdly, he muſt be a Pꝛopitia⸗ 
tour that its, bʒing ſomething to Cod, that may 
tppeaſe and ſatisne his wꝛath und iuſtice fo3 
tur unnes. Po, theſe th: p2operties are not 
tobe found in auy Creature but in Chz ift a⸗ 
lone: and therefoze he is the onely Pediatour 
of Juterceſſion, aſwell as of Redemption, Per. 


bias. 1. Vol. 60 2.504; 


C. Doe they teach any thing contrary tothe 
Kingly otfice of Chriſt ? 
M. Pes, they teach that the Pope is Chꝛiſts 
1 UAicar⸗ 
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Uicar,and head of theChurch;that he tau make 
Lawes to bind theConſcience;that he can make 
new Articles, and aboliſh the o1d; that he can 
diſpenſe with all the pzecepts both of the old x 
new Teſtament: Andſo herein (aud in many 
other ſuch like things) they deny che Kingly 
Office of Chziſt. 

C. It ſeemeth then to me(by this which you 
haue ſaid ) that though in words they confeſſ; 
Chriſt, yer indeed and in truth they deny him 

M. They doe ſo ind&de : fo: whoſoeuer de- 
nyeth the office of Ch2ift,(foz the pezfozmance 
whereofhe came in the fleſh ) denteth in effec, 
Chꝛiſt co be come in the fleſh; but the Papiſts 
deny his office, therefoze they deny him to be 
come in the fleſh:and ſo they are no god Catho⸗ 
likes, but rather Heretikes. 

C. What ſhould moue the Church of Rome 
in words to acknowledge Chriſt, and yet to de- 
ny his office: 

M. It makes much foz her pꝛofit, aud by this 
meanes they doethe moze eaſily deceine people 
That their pzofit and aduantage is the onely 
end they aime at, appeareth by a moft blaſpht 
mous ſpect of a Pope of Rome, Leo the 10. 
who being ſomewha: moued againſt one of his 
Cardinals, fo2 alledging a place agaiuſt him 
out ofthe Goſpell concerning Chꝛiſt, anſwe- 
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ted him thus, Qu u nobis prefuit iſta ſabuls 
de ( brio? O what aduantage hath this fable 
of Chꝛiſt bzonght vs? Seh de at Relig. co 
Reip-lib, i. Che are herein much like to afows 
ler, who ſpzeading his net te catch Larkes, 
hath tysd to his net an artificial Larke, a 
Larke in ſhew, but nat indeed. This he cauſerh 
to moue and KLirre:the which the Larkes pers 
ceining,aad thinking it to be aLarks indede; 
they fall downe by him, aud ſo ate caught in 
the net. No they haue a Chzift in their months 
ts dzaw people to them, but it is a counterfoic 
Chzift. Oz if it be the true Chzift, pet thep 7 
doe but as the Larke-catcher doth, who many ex 
times hath in his net a true and lining Larks 7 
inderd, hut it is onely co decetue the Larkes, 
and the moze eaſily to catch them iu his ast. 0 
they pzofefle Chzif, haue his Wozd and Sa- 
traments among them, but it is onoly to des 
teiue ſimple people, and to make a pꝛep oſ them.

C. Doe they teach any other thing contrarie 
to any other Article of the Creed ? 

M. Bes, diuers things. Jn the 3. Article we 
p;ofeſſe to bel&us, that Chʒiſt was conceiued 


by the holy Ghaft : and ſo he, and he only was 
KR 2 concti⸗ 
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conceiued without oziginall ſiane. They teach, 
that the Wirgin Mary was alſo conceiued with⸗ 
out 02iginall ſinus:and that by this meancs it 
cane to paſſe,that Ch2iff was fre from all ſpot, 
Concil.Trid,Sefl. 5.cap.de peccato,originals, And 
ſo h&reinthey doe altogether ouerthzow this 
article ofChzifts conception by the halyGhoft, 
to whoſe onely power the Scripture doth im 
pute Chꝛiſts holints, and not to the Wirgia 
Mary, which was no le ſle then all others concei- 
ned and bozue in ſinne, and did niede Chꝛiſt to 
be yer Pediatour as well as the reſt of Pan- 
Riada. There was a long time a toule ſtirre in 
the Church of Nome , betwerne the Dominicars 
and the Francilcaus about this point, Aus, aua 
Monuments, page. 73 2. It was the common o⸗ 
pinion of Fathers and Mziters vbntill Lum. 
bards time, / which was about the pore 1150) 
that the wag coacciued in o2iginall ſilane, Pers 
kins.2. Vol. 576. In the 4.article we p2ofeſſe, 
that Chaift ſuffered, ic · by which he hath made 
afull and perfectſatisfaction foz the ſinnes of his 
eiec, and ſo2 the whole puniſhment thereof, 
both eternall and tempozall. 

The Papifts teach, that Ch2ift hath ſatisfi- 


dd fo: ſinnes going befozs Baptiſme : but cou- 


terning ſtanes following Baptiſme, the fault 


is remitted bythe paſſion of Chzift, and the pu⸗ 
1 | niſhment 
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niſhment (which of innite is made finite ) is 
to be ſatisfied foz, by wen theme lues either 
hare oz tn Purgatozie : that is, wen them⸗ 
ſelues muſt ſatisfie the iuſtice of Sod, ſoz the 
tempozall pumiſhmeat of their oucaces, either 
on carch oz iu Pur gatozie. 

There is (ſap they) a certatae iafernall 
place in the carth, called Purgatozie, in the 
which as in a pziſon-houſe, the foulcs which 
were not fallie purged fa this life, are thers 
tlenſed and purged by fire, beloꝛe chep can bee 
tett iued into heauen. Beilar, de. Furgat. lib. 1. 
tap. I. and cap. z. lib. a. cap 6. Rhem on 1. Cor. 3. 
Sect. 4. They ſap alſo, that it is an Article of 
laith, to belteue that there is a Purgatozie, and 
that he which belerues it not, is ſure to goe to 
Hell, Bellarm. ibid. lib. i. cap. i 3. ut this iſo 
farrs from being an Article of faith, as that it 
is a mere fable, and contrarie to an Article of 
faith. The bloud of Chziſt is the Purgato2z1e 
ok our fianes, 1. lohn 1.7. Aﬀictions are called 
the fierptriall, (1. pet. 1 7.4.1 2.) where we 
are cleaſcd from our coxruption,as gold is from 
the dꝛoſſe by fire. No other Purgatozie is to 
be found ia the Scriptures. The Scriptures 
mention but two ſozts of men,veiccuers an vn⸗ 
beleucrs ; and but two places after this life foz 


them, he auen foz the one,audbellfo the other, 
B 3 Luke 
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Luke 16.2 5.36, Iohn 3.36. Reuel. 20.1 4:15, 
21.7. 8. They that die in the Lo2d, reſt from 
their labours : which cannot be true, ifanie of 
them goe to Purgatozie, Their wozkes fol- 
low them, that is, the reward of their wozkes, 
Reuel.1 4-13, Jfany man ſhouldhaue gone to 
Purgatozie, then the thiefe. vpon the Croffe 
had gone thither: whe repenting at his end 
wanted time to make ſatisfaction foz the tem- 
pozall punichment ofhis ſiunes : but Chzift ſaid 
to him, To dap ſhalt thou be with me in Para- 
diſe. The docriae of Purgatezie came into 
the Church, out of the heathen wziters, fo2 the 
Philoſophers and Poets were the firſt that e- 
uer wꝛote of it: and Popiſh Purgatozie was 
unknowne to the Fathers, manic hundzed 
pres after Chzift, Perkins.2.Vol.5 68.5 69. 
C. If Purgatorie be but a fable, contrary to 
an Article of faith, then what is che cauſe that

M. There is great cauſe why they chould ſa 


doe, foꝛ it kiepes in the fire iu the Popes Kit- 
chin: foz, ik the fire of Purgatozie were not 
great, the fire in the Popes Bitchin would bee 
but ſmall; foz, by this meanes they haue ſtoze

C. Doe they teach any thing elſe contrary to 
the Creed ? 

M. Ves: The ſixth Article ſaith, that Chꝛiſt 
aſceaded into heauen, tc. aud the Scriptur es 
ſay, that the heanens muff containe him gc. 
Acts. 1.11.3 1. They teach contrarp heres 
unto, namely, that Chziſt is cozpozallypzeſent 
in the Sacrament, and that in manie places at 
once: The which is contrar ie to the nature of 
atrue bodie, and contrarie to the nature of the 
Sacrament,which is a remembzance of Ch2if. 
Vigilius againft Eutyches. lib. 4. ſaith thus: 
Whea it ( that is, the fleſhof Chzif ) was on 
earth, it was not in heauen: and becauſe it 
is now in heauen, it is uot on earth. This is 
the Catholike faith and tconfeſſion. It is an 
Article of faith tobelckue the Catholike Church 
and faith is the euidence of things not ſeene, 

2b. 11.1. Therefoze the Catholike Church 
is alwaies vntothe wozld inuiſible , and not to 
be eſpied but by the eics of faith:becauſe things 
ſene are not beleued. The Papiffs teach, 
that the Catholike Church is, and hath bene 
alwaies viſible, Rhem on Mat. 5. Sect. 3. The 
Church is laid to be Catholike, that is, —_ 
13 4 At, 
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ſail, becauſe it is not tied to any one ſpeciall 
place, but is ſyꝛead abꝛoade oner the face olthe 
earth. They tie it to Rome aloue, which caa he 
but a particular Church, aad not vniuerſall. Ja 
the Church there is a Tommunion of Saints: 
and thefe are they that are fanctiſied by the blod 
and Spirit of Chꝛiſt. hauing the perfect holineg 
of Chʒiſt put vpon them, by inpucatian of faith, 
and the qualitie of imperfect holiues pow2ed in⸗ 
to their heart by che ſpirit of fand iſication And 
ſuch are the faichiullherc on carth. 1. Cor. 1.2. 
Pſal 16.2, 

The Papiſts acknowledge none to be Saints 
but ſuch as are in heauen. They teach that the 
Pope tan canonize Saints: whereas to make 
one a Saint, is only the wozke of God, 1. Cor. 
6,1 1, The Pope hath canonized many, that in- 
derde were neuer true Saints of God, but wic⸗ 
ked men, and ranke Traitoꝛs to their Pʒincee, 
4 Ag Becker, with many other. 

This canontzing of Saints, was neuer heard 
of with the Fathers, vntill the perre 8 80. and 
then Adrian tue vp this authozity, And Alex. 
ander the third, after him, confirmed it in his 
decrees, 

In the Cre&d we pꝛofe ſſe, to belieue the foꝛ⸗ 
giuenes of finacs: that is, Jbeleuethat God, 


fo Chzifts ſake doth freely fozgine the _ of 
is 
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his elect, and my ſiages alſo. And herein cons 
liſtech our iuffification, namely, in the free fo2- 
ginenes of our ſlnanes, and the imputation of 
Chziſts righteouſneſſe to vs. The Papiſts teach 
many things coatrary to this Article. Firſt, 
that men are to make ſat is faction fog their ſias. 
Now, ſatisfaction fo2 ſinnes, and foꝛgiuenes of 
ſages are contraries. If we ſatisfie in our 
owne perſon,we are not iuſtifiedfreely:ifwe be 
juſtified freely as mot certainly we are, Rom. 
3. 23. then we make no ſatisfagion at all. It a 
man can ſat isſie and pay a debt, then he nedes 
no foꝛgiuenes: but if the debt be fozgtuen him, 
then it is plai te, that there is no ſatisfaction 
made. The ſatisfaction foꝛ our ſinnes, was made 
by Chꝛiſt, and not by vs. 

C. Did not the ancient Fathers teach men to 
make ſatis fact ion for the it ſinnes? 

M. Che ſatisfaction which they maintained, 
was an eccleſiaſticall and publike malc, oz pes 
nalty impoſed vpon noto2tous offenders, there⸗ 
by toteſtiſe their repꝛutance, and toſatis ſie the 
Church whom they had oflended, Perkins. 1. V. 
577. &c 2. Vol. 165. 2.166. 

The efficient cauſe of our iuſtiſication. is God 
alone. It is God oulp that ſoꝛgiueth our ſinics. 
Ea. 43. 2 5. Mar. 2 · 7. Ro. 8.3 3. Thep teach that 


the Pope can foꝛgiue ſianes, and we know that 
he 
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he giues pardons, not only foz the time paſt, but 
alſo fozthe time to come : yea they teach that 
Pꝛieſts haue full right to remit ſinnes, and they 
alleadg: theſe plates to pꝛoue it: Mat. 16.19. 
Ioh. a2 0.23. Now we are to note this, that as 
none can foꝛgiue a debt, but the party to whom 
the debt is due: ſo none canfo2giue ſias,butGod 
ouly,againft wham the fin is committed, pſ 51 
4.The power of binding andloſiag committed 
to the Apoſtles and Piaifters of the Mozd, is 
by declaring the wil and pleaſure of God aut of 
his Wozd,both to p2ononace foꝛgiuenes of ſins 
to all that are truly penitent:and the retaining 
of them to the impenitent. The Pope and his 
Clergy are neuer abie to pꝛoue themſelues to 
bs the true Binifters of Chꝛiſt: and therefaze 
thep cannot ſo much as challenge this latter au 
thozity aud power to themſelues, much leffe the 
fozmer,whtch is pzoper to Cod only, The mo- 
tiue 02 impulſiue cauſe, which moued God to 
iuſtiſie vs, was not any thing in vs, but only cht 
grace of Ood, that is, the fre god will and plea 
lure of Bod. Rõ. 2. 24. Eph. 2 8. Tit. 3. 5. . They 
teach, that we are not iuſtified by grace onely 
but by wozks alſo, that is, by the merit of out 
wozks. And to this end they haue ol late 
vtex es) deuiſed a fir ſt and ſecond infkification- 
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The ir ſt is, when a figacr ( of an euili man) I: 
11 ol 


out Poperie. 143 
is made a god man: aud this ( they ſay) com» 
meth onely of Gods mercte by the merit of 
chꝛiſt. The ſecond is, when one of a god oʒ tuff 
wan ) is made better and moze iuſt, aud this 
pocedeth from wozkes. 

But we are to know, that there are not twa 
kindes of tuſtification, n firſt and ſecond; but 
one and the ſame tuſkification,conſidered iu dif- 
kreat reſpeus. Ja reſpec of Gods aduall ac- 

teptat ion of a mans perſon, iuſtiſicat ion is ab⸗ 
ſolute : but in reſpec ofthe actuall application, 
ind manifeffation of Gods acceptation vato a 
mans couſcience, iuffification is by parts and 
degrees. P. Scudder on the Lozds P3aver, 
Age, 20 3-10 309. 

And further we are to note, that the Papiffs 
ſecond tuſkification,is no other then ſaactificatys 
in, which is an effect and fruit of iuſtification: 
the which is imperfect, and not able to inffifie 
bs befoze God. The materiall cauſe of our in- 
kilication, is the actine and paſſiue righteouſ- 
telle and obe dience of Jeſus Chziſt, his tnhe- 
tent holineſſe, his fulfilling of the Law, his 
death,ſacrifice and full ſatisfaction. 
| Thefozmall cauſe,oz the fozme ot iuſtiſicat ion 
is the righteouſaes of Chꝛiſt, imputed of God 
o vs, Rom,s.19.Rom.4,5,6,7,8.1.Cor.1, 


50.3. Cor. 3. 19.21. Phil. 3. 9. The p apiſts de- 
cide 
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ride this doctrige, that Pen are iuſtiſied bythe 
imputation ofthe righteouſnes of Chꝛiſt:whi 
righteouſues is not in vs, but ia Chit.

They teach, that faith doth not iuſtiſie as an I

Chiſt, hut as a pꝛoper and true tauſe, it auu- 
ally iuſtilieth by the digaity, wozthines and 
meritozisus woke thereof, Bellatm. lib. 1. de 
iuſtificat. cap. 7. Theyteach alſo, that faith is 
not the ouely cauſe of our iuſtiſication, but that

deedes and other vertues: pea they ſap , that 
wozkes ars moze pꝛintipall then faith, inthe

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Mutter of inffification: and p3zononnce him 
ich@ccarſed that ſhall ſay a man is iuffified one- 
herby faith, Rhem. on Rom. $.

And if there were no moze points 
diflerence bhetſwiene vs, theſs were ſufficient 
U kct pe vs from vniting ot our religions: foz 
grebythe Church ol Rome dothraze the verp 
u dation. 
C. Vou ſaid before, that we are iuſtified freely: 
would know how this can be, it we be iuſtined 
the rightcouſnes, and for the merit ot Chriſt, 
M. Becauſe the decre of God the Father 
n eur redemption, is free, and we pay nothing 
zaine to God of gut owne. And therefeze by 
t wo2d ( freely ) our merits are exctuded, but 
ot Chzifts.E'p which it appeareth, that in re- 
pet of gur ſelues we are tuftified freely ol Gods 
INTE mercit and grace, without anyreſpect of 
ir one righteouſaes 03 wozthines, but pet 
h2ough Chꝛiſt, and fo2 his righteouſnes and o⸗ 
dience imputed to vs: both which are gui 
dbythe Apoſtle, Rom. 3.2 3.24. 
C. Shew mee ( I pray you) what is meant 
y (Merit ) what the doctrine of the Papilts is 
con- 
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concerning merit, and whether that Our worke: 
be meritotioug or no ? 

M. By ( Perit) we baderſtand anie thing, 
92 anie wozke, whereby Gods fauonr and life 
everlaſting is pzocured; and that ſoz the digui⸗ 
tie and excellencie of the wozke oz thing done, 
Now the true merit whereby we loke to at- 
taine the fauour of God and life euerlaſting,is 
to be found in the perſon of Ch2ift alone, iy 
whom God is well pleaſsd. The Papiſts make 
two kindes ofmerit : the merit of the perſan, 
and the merit of the wozke . The merit of the 
perſon is ( as they ſap) a dignitie iu the perſon, 
whereby it is wozthie of life euerlaſting. The 
merit of the wozke, is a dignitie oz excellencie 
in the wozke, whereby it is made fit, aud in 
bled to deſeruc life everlaſting, loz the doer of 
tho wozke: See Rhem. on. Rom. 8. Scet. 5. Ur 
now doe renounce our owae perſonall merits, 
and all merit ofour owne wozkes, and rely on 
ly vpon the merits of Chꝛiſt, and we hold that 
no woꝛkes ofours can merit. That no man by 
any wozkes ofhis can merit, map be pꝛoued by 
the pꝛoperties and conditions that mult be ina 
wazke meritozious, and they are fine. 

Firſt, the wozke muſt be abſolutely perfect : 
but all our wozks are baperfec,aſwellin parts 
as in degrees of accompliſhment. Ja parts, 

becauſc 
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becauſe we omit many things which the Law 
pzeſcribeth, and doe many euill chings which 
the L aw pꝛohibiteth. Ja degrees, becanſe the 
wazkes of the Saints are bncleane, Eſay, 64. 
6. Phil. 3.8. 

Secondip , a man muff doe the wozke of 
bimſelfe, and by himſelfe: fo if it bes done by 
the helpe of 1notherthe merit doth not pꝛaperly 
belong tothe dae r. But the god wozkes which 
we doc, ate not ours, but are wzought by God 
in vs. 

Thirdly, a man muſt doe the wozke, of his 
owae free will aud pleaſure, not of due debt: 
{oz when we doe that which we are bound ca 
doe, we doe no moze but our dutic. But whac- 
loeuer we doe, we doe it as paze debters, nay, 
we are wozſe then paze debcers ; we are miſe- 
table bankrupts, we haue nothing, we haue 
(eſſe then nothing ts pay, Luke 17. 10. 

Fourthiy, the wozke muff be done to the 
benefic and pꝛoflt of him from whom we loke to 
be repaped. But no man by any wozke of his 
tan bzing anp pꝛoſit vato God, lob 2 2.2.3 5. 7. 
Pſal. 1 6. 2.50. 12. UV mav benefit men hut 
lee cannot benefic our Paket, from whom we 
haue receined life and limbe, ſoule andbodts, 
and all that we haue: we can giue him nothing. 
and therefoze can deſerue nothing from him, 
Rom, i 1,35-36, Laftly, 
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Laftly » the wozke and the reward nuf 
be in pꝛopoztion equall : foz if the reward by 
moze then the wozke, it is not chea a reward of 
deſert, but a guiſt of god will. But there is ng 
pꝛopoꝛt ion betwerene our woꝛkts, which are al 
together vnper en, and the exct llcucie of thoſe 
great bleſſings, and benefits which the Father 
giueth vs frely in his Sonne, Rom. 8. 18. Aud 
therefoze in this and the fozmer reſpects, there 
can be no merit in any mere man: wherefoze it 
is no lee abſur de to ſay,that we merit ſaluati⸗ 
an at Gots hands by gad wozkes, then if one 
Would fay, Thou haft giuca me an hundzed 
pounds, therefoze thor: oughteſt to giue mea 
thouſand. 

C. Was not this doctrine of metit taught in 
the times of ancient Fathers ? 

M. Merit being taken in his pzoperſenſefoz 
due and iuſt deſert, was neuer allowed of the 
ſound P2ofeſſours fo: a theuſand peres after 
Chzif, Perkins firſt Aol. 74.5 7 5.{econd Aol. 
$35+5 36. Such therefoze as will be tuſtified 
and ſaued by their owne woꝛkes and challeage 
et ernall lite by their merits, dot ſhew them 
ſelues to be moſt pꝛoud and vathankfull pers 
ſoas, and deſerue moſt iuſtly to be condemacd 

C. The Papilts, at their end, doe 2 
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their ow ne merits, and proſc ſſe that they looke to 
be laued only by the merits of Chriſt, 

M. It there were nothing elſe but this, it 
were enough to pzoue their dogrine of merit, 
to be a falſe doariue : fo: if it were a truth, chen 
a maa is not onely in his liſe time to pꝛoleſſe it 
aud maitaine it, but alſo iu his death ; vca ras 
ther to dpe fo2 it, then to deup it.

todie, and her alone bath the plenary opening 
and ſhutting of this Cgeſt, aud the ozderiag and 
dulpoung ol thele merits : by vertue whereof,he 
giues out Jadulgeaccs aud Pardous when and 
t whom her will: ſo chat ſuch as haue nat me- 
rits caow ol theit ane, may haue them from 


heuce. And (s hereby he maintaines and bp- 
* holds 
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holds his kingdowe : foz hereby comes fn int 
Nite wealth and renenues, Perkins, vol. 1 part 
pag. 165. 2. D. a. vol 390.. a. In theſe and ma⸗ 
ny other particular points, che Papiſts teach 
tcontraty to the Articles ofthe Cred,aadthere- 
fozc are no true Catholikes, neither doe they 
belong to the Catholtke Church, as is thus pzo- 
ued: c Ahoſoeuer haue not the Catholike faith, 
doe not belong to the Catholike Church: but 
the Papiſts haue not che Catholtkefaith ; ther⸗ 
foe they doe not belong to the Catholtke 
Church. That ttep have not the Catholike 
faith, is plains by that afo2e-going.

C. May not che Church then inflitute and 
ordainc S:craments ?

As none map put a ſigue and ſeale 
to a mans laſt will aud Zeftament,bnt onelp 
ide maker of the Teſtament: ſo none may 03- 
taine = acraments({whichare ſignes and ſcales 
ofthe new Teſtament and coueuant of grace) 
Int oncly the Lozd which made the tauenant.

M. Tp2oucit thus: Where the doctrine is 
coꝛtupt, the life cannoc be god : but cheir do- 
c inc 
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tine / as pon haue heard) is moſt cozrupt, 
therefo2e their life cannot be god. A true faith 
is the ground of god life, and without which it 
is impoMNiblc to pleaſe God, Heb. 116. Pea, 
whatſoener is not of faith, is inne, Rom, 14. 
23. A true faith they haue not, and therefoze 
their woꝛkes canuot be god, and ſuch as may 
pleaſe God. That thep haue not a true and 
ſound faith, hath bene ſhewed in many parti⸗ 
culars, and it further appearcth alſo in chis, 
that they doc cuen wilfully reicu the meanes 
whereby it is wꝛought, namelp, che pꝛeaching, 
hearing aud reading the Moꝛd of God, They 
hatte not, neither will they haue the Scriptures 
to be foundly pꝛeached, read, and heard in their 
alone tongue. That they cannot abide to haus 
them in their owae language, appearcth by 
this one example: One Pauicr a Zowne-clarke 
of London, (in the time of King Henric the 
Cighch,hearing that the @criptures Hhonidbee 
put ints Cngliſh, be ſpake to this cffect, and 
confirmedit with an oath: viz, that ifhe kue w 
that the Dcripturcs ſhould be put into Tnglith 
and that the Bing would haue them to be read 
in the Church, rather then he wauld line fa 
long to ſe it, hee would cut his owneth:ont: 
Bat ( as Hall ſaith, who heard him ſpcake 


it) her was not ſo god as his wozd, fo in

C. What is the cauſe that they cannot a.

M. St. lohn giues the reafon. Foz, eucry 
one that dath euill, hatech che light , neither 
commnech to the light ,left his devs ſhould be re- 
pꝛoued and diſgoucred,lohn, 3. 20. If the Dwle 
flie abʒoad by day, the birds by and by diſcerae 
him, follow hin and fall vpon him; and there- 
faze he flies abꝛoad vſually in the night, and 
then he is quiet. A the Scriptuteg ſhould ba 
ſuſtered ta be expounded, and read of all Nati- 
aus in their owne language, then that Owle of 
Rome (the Pope J meaae) wich all his foleries

M. Hes, tte doe both teach and pꝛauiſe mas 
ap chiags directly contrary to Gods Co mnaa⸗ 
de mens. They :cach foz god wozkes , ſuch 
things as are nat commanuded, but rather fo2- 
bidde n iathe Law of Gad, as nauelp, to goe oa 
Pilgrimage, to voip ſingle life, tas falt fozrie 
dayes and fo2tie nights, ic.

C. Shew me, I pray you, in particular, what 
things they teach contrary to the Commande- 
ments. 

M. I could p lainly p:oue vato pou, that they 
doe bath teach and pzaniſe maup things contra⸗ 
xp t o euerp one ofthe Commandemeats: but J 
will onely ſer dowae the chieleſt, and ſuch as 
molt men know to bs true. 

The 
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The für ſt Commandement concern's the in⸗ 
ward wozſhip of God: the ground of which 
woztip is the true knowledge of God; and 
without which none can truly wo2ſhip and 
ſerue him: ſoz ſuch as our kaowledge is, ſuch is 
our wozthip. 1. Chron. 2 8. 9, Pal. 9.1 o. ler.. 
24 The Papifs teach, that ignozance is the 
mother of denotion : but the truth is, it is the 
mother of ſuperſtition aad idolatry, Gal. 4.8. 
Ths Papiſts theretoze being ignozant and 
without the true knowledge of God, cannot 
true ly woꝛſhip him, but yolk needes be Idola⸗ 
ters, woꝛſhippiag they kuod ng what. The firſt 
Co:nandement requireth, that we haue the true 
lehoua foz our onely God, The make Chziſts 
body to be Cod, becauſe they hold that it may 
be in maay places as ance, Which thing is 
pꝛoper oncly to Gad. they make the Pope 
to be od, and that in plaiae wozds. Chrillo. 
pher Marcellus ſaid to the Pope, Thon art aus- 
ther God vpon earih, and the Pope toe it to 
hiunſelfe, Concil. Later. Sel 4. 

They giue the power tothe Pope, which is 
pꝛoper to God, and fo make bim to be God. 
As that he can mate help, that which is va- 
holp, par don ſi ines. tc. Dirk 1. vol. 400. r. and 
they giue diuine wozſh'p to creatures, and ſo 
make them their Gods. The ſecond Com- 
mande, 
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mandement concerneth the outward wozthip 
of God, oz the fozme and manner ofhis woz- 
ſhip. This Commandement they haue cleane 
put out of the Decalogue, and to fill vp the 
number, thep dinide the laſt into two. The 
(ſcope olthis Tommandement is, that no image 
is to be made of God, no any wozlhip pertozs 
per fi z ned to Fin 14 an nage, Dcut. 4.1 5. 
16. But thepteach it lawfull to make images of 
the true God, and to woꝛſhip him iu them, and 
that there 15 a religious wozſhip due to them. 
Bellar. de imag. and. l b. 2. chap. a 8. And in the 
ſecond N'cen C duatell it was decreed that the 
Image 3* Cod Hantd be wozſhipped with the 
ſame woꝛſhip that is due vato God. Their pꝛa⸗ 
ſtiſe is auſiwerableto their docdriae: ſoz they 
wozſhip the Images of God , of Chzift , the 
Daiats,thewoddea crofſe,vca a picce of bzcad. 

C. I hey lay, that they doe not worſhip the 
i nages, but Sod, Chriſt, and the Saints in the 
1272. 

M. Suppole that this were true, yet in lo 
dolag, cheg commit groſſe tdolatry,and the ſame 
that the people of Iſrael did,foz which God plas 
gued them greatiy, Exod. 32. 5. 28. Ithinke 
there is none ſo very a Calfe, as to thinke that 
they did wozſhip the Calle it ſelfe. The Calfe 
was hut a repzeſentation ot Cod; and vet they 
ſinned, 
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ſnaed greatly in making it, and wozſhipping 
Ood in it. The Weathen in times paſt could 
ſay as much fo2 themſelues concerning their 
wozſhippiag of Images, as the Papiſts now do: 
and yet as they were Jdolaters, ſo are the Pas 
piſts:loʒ as touching their ſuperſtition and ido⸗ 
latry.bloud cannot be moze like to bloud, oʒ an 
egge to an egge, then one of them is to another. 
The Meathen had foz euerp nation and pꝛo⸗ 
uiace,ſome pecutiar Sod. Among them, the &ie⸗ 
meats had their ſeueral gods to rule ouer them. 
The Heathen had a certaias God alligned to 
their tattell. The Beathen had peculiar Gods 
faz learning, + learned men, 1 foz handverafts 
men. And all theſe haue the Papiſts likewiſe. 
The Veathenereced Altars, ozdained P2iefts 
ta off: r ſacrifices, fell downe befoze their idols, 
tc. =o the Papiſts deck # adozne their images, 
go on Pilgrunageto them, fall downe vppon 
their hangs befoze them, and make their pꝛap⸗ 
crs batothem.And what is all this, but to woz- 
ſhipthe very images themſelues, the which is 
moſt groſle idolatry ?

milies agatuſt peril of idolatrp:feꝛ Jknow none 
that hath wzitten moze ſoundly, fully, and 
platne!y thercof. 

C. Doe they teach and practiſe any thing elſe 
againſt the ſecond Commandement ? 

M, Ves, Tothe right wozſhipping of God, 
there is required a reuerent vſe of the meanes 
of Gods wozſhip and ſeruice, the which are 
ſincerc 
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facere pzaper, pzcaching, hearing of Gods 
Wo3d , and the vſe ofthe @acraments. Cows 
terning pꝛaper, it muſt be made with bn- 
derſtanding, 1.

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C. Doe they teach and practiſe any thing 
contrary to the Commandements following ?

The Pope in his wzitings 
talles himſelfe, Serams ſernorum Dei, The (ers 
vant of Gods ſeruants: but in his adions hs 
will be Dein dominorumythe L02d of Lozds, 
wherein he plainely ſheweth himſelfe co ba 
that man ol ane and Antichziſt, which exal- 
eth himſelfe aboue all that is called God, 2 + 
Theſz. 4 · This may be ſbewed by many ex-

pieres witten a boke by Maffer Alexander 
Cooke : and another wzitten in Latin by a 
franger, wherein they pzoue, and that out 
of Popiſh wziters, that there was ſuch a oae 
It is an old ſaping, It muſt nie des bee a holy 
P2ocefſiog,where the dwell beares the Crolle: 
ſoit muſt nie des be an holy, chaſte and pure 
Church, that hath ſuch vaholy,impure,vac;afte 
and filthy heads, as many Popes haue bin. And 
as were the heads, ſuch was the reſt ofthe bo- 
die.

part. 3. Papes Buls and Jadulgences ( wheres 
is giuen abſolution from the quilt of tempozall

And hertin they 
maintaine licentiouſaes : foz what nerde one! 
care what ſinne he committeth, when fo; a licle 8 
money he map haue a pardon foz it:

ſerut God in outward ceremonies, as in _ 
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of meate, difſerencs ofdayes, gc. theſe are 
things very agreeable aud pleaſing to our co2- 
rupt nature, and therefoze one ſpeciall cauſe 
why ſo many embzace Peper p: 

A foarth cauſe is, the tyrannie ofthe Church 
ol Nome, whoſe chiefe me anes to bphold herre- 
ligion is fire and ſwozd : oz were it not foz 
this, maay thouſands in a few pereg would vt⸗ 
terly renounce Poperie, 

A fift cauſe why ſo many ( ſpeciallp 
of the Learned) doe enbzace it is pompe 
and p3zofit , that is, ambition and couetouſ⸗ 
nelle. 

This was chat which made the Dcribes and 
Phar iſes(euen againſt their owae knowledge) 
to withſtand Ch itt aud his Goſpell. 

And this makes many learned Papiſts to doe 
the like. They know (uo doubt) chat in ſomg 
things they erre: as it doth appeare by h wozds 
of Stephen Garainer on his death bed. 

The Bichop of Chiceſter ſing him to be in 
a deſper ate caſe, comfoztethhim with the hops 
of remiſſion of nne 8 by the merits of Chꝛiſt. 
Gardiner herenato anſwereth thus: What, will 
you open that gap now? you may ſpeake it to 
me, and to ſugh as are in my caſe:but if yon teach 
it to the people, :gen farewell all: meaning, out 
authozity, pompe, and pzofic by abſolutions, 

Paſſes, 
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Maſſes, gcc. Theſe are theſpeciall cauſes why ſo 
many embzace Poperie. 

C. There is one thing more that I would 
gladly know concerning the Papiſts, and that is, 
whether a Papiſt may be ſaued, ſeeing that Po- 
perie is ſo contrary to the grounds of Religion. 

M. Ponare then to marke what a Papiſt is. 
A Papiſt / as the Rhemiſts on Acts 11. Sect. 4. 
doe deſcribe him) is one that \cleanerh to the

aur Daniour in all things, and that by 4 
godly connerſation z and by doing of god 
wozkes.

There remaineth yet one thing more, 
which I will demand of you : andthat is, how 
I may cometo knew, and be aſſured, that I am 
indecd a member of the true Church, and that 
I ſhall certainely be ſaued.
